Europe. 

Floeence, Oct 27.— Particular of an 
engagemeut at Montserrat represent that 
fighting was obstinate on both sides and 
the issue for a while doubtful, but finally 
Garibaldi was completely successful. Ho 
fiercely pursued the defeated Pupal sol- 
diers to Rome. Garibaldi is advancing 
to the outer fortifications of Romo with 
his entire army. ^ 

London, Oct 27. — Advices from Rome 
say great agitation prevails and an at- 
tack is hourly expected. The Pope 
has retreated from the Vatican ami 
sought refuge in the castle of St. Angelo. 

Chicago, Oct 29. — Cable despatches of 
26th and 27th received aro full of wild 
rumors about the fighting and movements 
of Garibaldi. Fighting occurred within 
half a mile of Rome. Garibaldi is at the 
bead of 10,000 tioops and being con- 
stantly reinforced. 

Berlin, Oct 27— The King of Prussia 
returned from bis visit to the four South 
German States, and closed the session of 
Parliament yesterday in person. The 
King's speech congratulated the members 
on tho success of their labors and the 
favorable progress which has been made 
towards the unity of the fatherland. 

New York, Oct 28.— Tho Tribune's 
Constantinople letter says the Turkish 
Government had concluded not to cede 
Candia to Greece. 

Paris, Oct 26. — Dispatches from Con- 
stantinople say Omar Pucha is relieved 
of his command in Candia and is ordered 
to the Danube. Passim Pasha is ap» 
pointed to the command in Candia. 

Toulon, Oct 2G. — A fleet of iron-clads 
sailed this morning. Tho troops en- 
camped in this vicinity are in motion and 
will embark for Rome. Munitions of war 
are being shipped with great activity. 

Florence, Oct 2G. — Victor Emman- 
uel's soldiers refuso to fight against 
Garibaldi. 

It is certain that a now ministry will 
bo formed, thoroughly radical. Tho 
police will be to make Rome tho capital 
of Italy. 

Rome, Oct. 26.— Tho Pope in a letter 
to the Bishops asks them to order pray- 
ers for the Iloly See. 

Tho police in searching a houso met 
resistance, and with their bayonets killed 
fifteen Garibaldians and wounded thirly- 
Bis. They captured a quantity of arms. 

Roue, Oct. 27. — Dispatches claim 
that the Garibaldians were beaten in an 
engagement at Vitorbo. 

Paris, Oct. 27. --Tho Moniteur says 
the French interference is not aggressivo, 
and hopes that Italy will co operate and 
maintain tho intente cordiale with 
France. 

The Italian peoplo almost unanimously 
proclaim their sympathy with Garibaldi. 
They will hold largo meetings and adopt 
an address to the King, favoring Rome 
as tho capital of Italy, 

It is rumored in Paris that tho Italian 
Crown Princo has put himself at tho head 
of an army to resist tho French. 

Another rumor says that Victor Em- 
manuel intends to abandon his Crown. 



Easlern States. 

Washington. Oct. 28 — In tho absence 
of tho necessary appropriation to pay for 
Alaska, preemptors in tho torritory will 
violate the treaty. Tho new military 
authorities will probably bo instructed to 
remove such settlers until the purchase is 
finally concluded. 

Sr. Louis, Oct. 27.— Tho treaty with 
tho Kiowas and Camanches gives them 
0,000 squaro miles, threo and a half mil- 
lions of acres between tho Nor tb Fork of 
the Red River aud tho Red Rivor. Tho 
tribes to the number of -1,000 Indians are 
to receive a suit of clothing aunnally. 
with other presents. They agreo to keep 
a lasting peace, aud to capture no more 
women, attack no trains, and allow tho 
railroads to bo built. They aro allowed 
to hunt on the old reservation south of 
tho Arkansas river till tho settlement 
drives away tho buffalo.

movement on tho frontier. 

Tug Liberie says that Napoleon has re- 
fused to permit the co-operation of Italy as 
unnecessary, because it is intended to limit 
the extent of Fronch action to Oivita 
Vecobiu. 

Paris, Oot. 30— The Italian army has 
crossed tbe frontier. The commanding 
General has ordered Gatibaldi to disarm and 
disperse hiB forces. The second Fronoh fleet 
has left Toulon for Civita Vecchia; It is re- 
ported that an agreement has boen made by 
which the French forces are to attack the in- 
surgents and drive tbem from tbe Papal 
territory, when the Italian troops will quickly 
disarm and disperse them.

The Strongest Man in the VVoiii.i). — 
A native of Australia, Mr. J. K. Evans, 
recently gnvo an exhibition of remarkable 
strength at tbe Sea Hotel, in Chester- 
field, England, to establish his claims ns 
the strongest man in the world.

piece of India rubber. A piece of stone, 
four inches thick, was placed upon his 
chest, and Mr. Hindi, blacksmith, 
smashed it into fragments with two blows. 
Mr. Hindi and Mr. Turner then cut a 
piece of I wo inch iron iu two across his 
chest with the hammer and chisel. The 
feats concluded by Prof. Hercules lying 
flat upon the floor and allowing Mr. 
Hineh to strike him, with all his strength, 
with a sixteen pound sledire hammor.

The Question of Juristlkliou. 



Mr C W Wallace, accompanied by Mr Ring, 
who -wag instructed by Mr Oourtriby, npponred 
before Chief Justice Needbam, sittlDg in 
Chambers, yesterday al 12 ra., to anawar 
a charge of contempt, in having failed 
to obey an order of the Bankruptcy 
Court to surrender for first examination as a 
bankrupt and to file umerded uccoanta. 

Mr Ring said that bo was wholly responsi - 
ble tor the stop Mr Wallace had taken, und 
•iio believed that his Lordship was aware that 
a question whether he possessed exclusive or 
co-ordinate jurisdiction on the Island, agi- 
tated the minds of the profession. If bis 
Lordship had exclusive jurisdiction, then 
even matters in which ho was personally in- 
terested must come before him; but il his 
jurisdiction wus co-ordinate with that of Mr 
Begbie, thou bis Lordabip, as a member of 
tho Vancouver Coal Company (the only credi- 
tors who opposed tho bankrupt) would 
doubtless decline to try tho caso. This being 
^,an integral part of the Colony of British 
Columbia, bo v Mr iliu^) believed that Mr 
Begbio was possessed ol ro-ordinalo powers 
with his Lordship, and he had advised Mr 
Wallace to apply to Mr Iiegbie for ao iojunc- 
tiou to restrain his Lordship, aa having a per. 
r eonul interest, from proceeding farther with 
the case ; luiling in that, to file a poiition in 
Bankruptcy before Mr Begbie, and in the 
event of not doing so, to ask tho Governor — 
who hud issued n commission to his Lord- 
^ehip to sil at Cariboo — to issue a commission 
for Mr Begbio to ooino hero and try tho case 
and relieve Mr Needhara from tho delicut<! 
position in which ho was placed. If Mr 
'Wallace was committed for contempt of this 
Court, he would be subject to committal for 
contempt of the Court at Now Westmin- 
ister, befora which he must appear in a few 
daya. The sooner the question of jurisdiction 
was settled the better lur the interests ol the 
Colony, nnd the question could not come up 
in a belter form than the present. His client 
asked tho st i iciest scrutiny into his acts, 
and had token tho step complained of with 
no view ol embarrassing or obstructing thu 
Court. There was a conflict between two 
Judges as to their jurisdiction, and the 
learned counsel thought lhat his Lordship, 
npon due consideration, would hold that the 
action of Mr Wallace had not been a con- 
tempt of cour: in nny way, 

Mr Green, on behalf of the petitioning 
creditors, asked his Lordehip to decida upon 
% tho question of the summons. Counsel lor 
m batduupt had raised an untenable ob action 
Either this was a Court ol Bankruptcy ur il 
was not. The question to put to the bank 
rupt was, whether ho would obey the sum- 
mons or rati would be lile amended ac- 
counts? II not, und the court failed 10 en- 
force its own order, there would be an eud 
to Iho administration of justice iu Ibis pari 
of the colony. 

Mr Copland, who represented the official 
assignee, pressed for a perenipir ry ordar to 
the bankrupt to render the accounts to tho 
court; and if he did not consent to do to 
within a short lirae, he should be committed 
for contempt. 

Mr Ring felt that tho Court would not 
obstruct the settlement of the question in odj 
way. K he lelt disposed to go iuto the 
question of tho Bankruptcy Court, it mighi 
be a question whether uny Bankruptcy Court 
existed in accordance with tho Act. But he 
would not descend to lhat. Ho would merely 
ask his Lordship not to make this order ab- 
c solute; ar.d seeing that too bankrupt had 
already recoived | rotection Irom Mr Begbie, 
Judge of* British Columbia— of which this 
Island forms an integral part— he (Mr Ring) 
believed his Lordship would aid in the settle- 
ment ol 'he question aa to wbeihor he pos- 
sessed exclusive or co-ordinale jurisdiction ; 
* and if co-ordinate, he was euro that his Lord- 
ehip would bo glad to be relieved from tho 
delicate position which ho occupied. 

Tha Chief Josllcu said that the state of the 
caso was this : Mr Walluce was declared a 
bankiupt in this Court upon tho petition ol 
creditors, he submitted to Iho jurisdiction 
of Iho Court by being examined on oath he 
fore it, by having filed accounts, and by a 
series of acts spicud over two meetings, in 
which his accounts were the subject of dis- 
O ission and the uclu of the bankiupt were 
tho subject of examination and comment 
At. neither meeting weie any objections 
raised to tho jurisdiction of the Court, or 
to the Judge as an iotciesled party, sitting 
upon tho cuso. Upon Ibo first occasion the 
*" slate of ihe accounts wore pointed out by 
oeveral parlies, and the bankrupt ordered to file 
amended accounts. Ou tho second occasion 
$370 nss'alswiro paid into Court, accom- 
pli uied by an explanation that the amount was 
derived from a partial sale ol tho bankrupt's 
Jumiluro by parties undei a bill of sale givun 
under a power ol attorney, which was insuf- 
ficient to justify the t-tilo, us tho bill wus 
open to legal doubts as to it* validity. 
Uuder these circumstances amend td accounts 
werrj ordered to be furnished, and the bank 
rupt ordered to appear on a day to which the 
» Court adjourned. Two days wore asked in 
which to Qlo amended aoonunts ; the Court 
graii ted one week, but instead of appearing 
a g»io bofore this Court, he proceeded to New 
Westminster and surrendered himself to the 
Court tlwre ; ho then comes back to Victoria 
and raises a question ol jurisdiction to sereou 
liitn from the consequences of his act. His 
Lordship ojntinued that, it was a mutter for 
regret lhat the jurisdiction of tho Courts of 
the Colony wus still andefinod. Ujua the 
proclamation of Union, the jurisdiction ol 
this Court was challenged lrom a quarter 
which Iho Uourt would least 



ooj" 



have expected & challenge. He. had 
differed from that opinion, and tho matter 
was referred to the Home authorities, and 
Hia Grace tho Dnke of Buckingham, the 
Secretary for tho Colonies, had distinctly 
stated that tho position of tbo Court was in 
no respect afTacted by the Act of Union — 
lhat tho Imperial Act creating tho Court was 
still in existence j aud that Her Mujesty'a 
Government had never inlendod in any way 
to interfere with the Court. His Lordship said 
he believed ha was correct in staling that it 
was intended the answor of tho Duke of Buck- 
ingham should be made public; for somo 
raason it has not been so made, and the pub- 
lic remained still in a state ol uncertainly 
with regard to the status of tho Court. No 
cirenmataaco would give him greator pain 
than that iho Courts of the colony should be 
found in a position of antagonism, and he 
regretted the action that had been taken on 
tha othor aide of tho channel with respect to 
this case. The Judgo on the other side of 
the water might take his own position, and, his 
Lordship said, I shall tnke mine. Tho reason 
why I went up to Cariboo was that the occa- 
sion was one ol utgont public nocesssity— a 
necessity before which every other considera- 
tion mu8t bend— I reluctantly yielded to a 
stern sense of duty in going to Cariboo. Tho 
precedent was no precedent ; the act began 
and ended there. I am not prepared to say 
that it would not be open for the Court of tho 
mainland to entertain the bankrupt's petition, 
provided ho had property within its jurisdic- 
tion ; but he saya ho has no property 
there, and why should ho go to a 
Court within ibe jurisdiction of which ho 
had neither property nor creditors ? I can- 
not tako notice ol the proceedings on the 
othar side, If tho proceedings there nust the 
proceedings hero, by a parity of reasoning 
the proceedings here oust tho proceedings 
there. If tho bankrupt bolievjd that tho 
powers of the Couris wcro co-ordinate, ho had 
taken the proper course to test the question. 
He had not boon guilty of contempt if he 
believed that in law ho could bring bis caso 
before another Court than this. But now 
comes another question : It is said I have 
an interest in tho case. Why was not this 
objection raised before * I have always 
avowed and token pains to declaro my inter- 
est, Buch as it is, in the Vancouver Coal 
Company. When I received this appoint- 
ment, I was a shareholder in tho Company, 
and there being no market lor tho shares, my 
brother took them off my hands at thoir 
nominal prico in the market. Since then I 
have had not the remotest interest in tho 
Company ; but if my brothor wore to lose 
through holding my sharei I should, as a 
man of honor, feel bound to indemnify him 
for his loss, This 1 have stated hero re- 
peatedly. Why did the bankrupt wait to 
urge the objection unti I it suited bis inter- 
ests to do so, when this Court, acting in the 
interest of the creditors, had demanded 
ihe production of amended accounts 1 If I 
could legally do so, 1 would willingly escape 
the disagreeable duty thrust upon me. 
[f after these remarks Ihe learned 
counsel thinks that such iateresl as I have 
in the Coal Compuny debars mo from trying 
this oase, I shall take limo to consider the 
objection. 

Mr Green said tho objection came too late, 
[t should have been raised before the first 
sin ing of the Court. 

Mr Ring — Tha first examination was be- 
fore Mr Woods, and an affidavit was prepared 
to this effect but not sworn to. 

The Chief Justice — Do you object to my 
trying the case on tho ground of iutorest ? 

Mr Ring— I do. 

Tho Chief Justice— I shall take time to 
consider tho objection. Was a rule drawn 
notifying tho bankrupt to file amendod ac- 
counts ? 

Mr Greon replied in the negative.- 

The Chief Justice — Let a rule be drawn up 
lo require bankrupt to appear at the next 
sitting of iho Court, 

Mr Green — In the mcantimo ho may leave 
the jurisdiction of this Court and go through 
bankruptcy at Now Weoiminster. 

Tho Chief Justice— He will then consign 
himsell to porpetual banishment from tho 
Island, and his discharge by the Courl above 
would have no mora effect here than a piece 
of whi e papar. His goods could bo taken on 
execution from time to time as we might re- 
quire them. I shall consider the question 
well, and il I doom il advisable to rotiro from 
tha caso, I shall advise the Governor to ap 
point a Commissioner in B^jkruptcy to try the 
case. 

Mr Green pressed it to tho nntico of tho 
Chief JuRtice lhat tho bankrupt had been 
guilty of a contempt of Courl in refusing to 
filo his accounts. 

Tho Chief Justice— A rule of Court was not 
drawn up. Let a rulo be drawn up requir- 
ing his attendance, wilh amended accounts, 
on the I3lt of November.

Important to Navigators. 

We find In the Wukly Ma, o. the 5ih 
ultimo, the following letter Irom Prof. George 
Davidson, of the U, S. Coait Survey, who is 
uow at Alaska wilh the steamor Linooln. 
Tho Professor points out two (alleged) very 
grove errors in the British Admiralty Cbartn 
of this Coast, from Rook River to the Gulf 
of Calilornia, to which wo deem it important 
to draw the attention of ihe Naval authori- 
ties on this station. Tho letter is as follows: 
U. S. Coast Suiivbt Exceditio* to Alaska. 1 
Augist 6ili, 1807. [ 

Editors Alta : I would respectfully 
call your attention to tho fact that the 
Britisli Admiralty chart, No, 2,461 of tho 
Pacific Coast, from Rock Rivor to tho 
Gulf of Culifornin, with tho lines of equal 
magnetic declination and corrections of 
tho coast line, etc., to March, 1865, has 
a light on Puma do los Reyes, marked Lt 
PI., (flashing light ;) also, ono at tho 
mouth of Utnpqua River. Tho fact is 
there never has been a light or building 
on Point Reyes, and that at tho Umpqua 
has not existed for several years. The 
Russian corvetto Novick was wrecked 
two miles north of Point Reyes, some 
years since, having been misled by an 
English chart with a light marked there- 
on. 

This map 2,461 is also defective in not 
having upon it tho very extensive shoal 
"Banco Cortes," developed on tho French 
Hydrogruphio chart, 1,997. Iinpray's 
new map of tho Pacific Coast, published 
in 1S67, with all tho improvements and 
discoveries of tho Coast Survey, unac- 
knowledged, has no sign of the above 
bank. 

Having called tho attention of Cnpt. 
Oliver Eldridge, agent of tho PaciGo 
Steamship Company, to the extent of the 
ten fnt ho in soundings ou this great shoal, 
hodirected, with characteristic protnptuess 
and appreciation of its importance, tho 
Captains of all steamships of tho company 
to sound when crossing it, as it lies direct- 
ly iu the track of the California and Puu- 
uma vessels. Tha Directory of tho Paci- 
fic Coast of thu United States, for 1862, 
gives its position, extent and soundings. 

Its great area suggests the question of 
its value as fishing ground, and of the 
influence it has upon tho abnormal ocean 
currents is this vicinity.
